YOKOHAMA. : 

The present mail brings advices from Yokohama to Sept. 4 
The French mail of July 8 arrived on the 25th Aug., and the 
English mail of July 16 on the 3lst Aug., the latter conveying 
London telegrams to Aug. 6. Besides these, the Pacific mail had 
arrived with San Francisco dates to Aug. 4, and London telegrams 
to Aug. 3, making three mails within a fortnight. In another 
column will be found a telegram in advance of the homeward 
Pacific mail, with Yokohama dates to Sept. 29—a fortnight later 
than those received to-day. 

Our last issue contained nothing under this head, rags bare 
record of the Duke of Edinburgh’s arival at Yokohama. e now 
give, from the Japan Times and Japan Gazette, a fuller account 
of his reception :— 

H.MS8. Galatea, Captain his Royal Highness the Duke of Edin 
burgh, arrived in the harbour of Yokohama at 1 p.m. on Sunday 
the 29th inst., saluting the Admiral’s flag only. On Monday the 
Prince landed privately, and lunched with Sir Harry Parkes, 
K.C.B., H.M.’s Minister to Japan, and in the afternoon went out 
riding, accompanied by the Bisping members of the Legation, 
Sir Henry Keppel, and several other gentlemen. On the follow- 
ing morning ihe Royal Standard was hoisted on board the Galatea, 
and saluted by all the vessels of war in port as well as by the fort 
of Kanagawa. 

It had been previously notified in the official organ that his 
Royal Highness would hold a levee at the Legation at noon ; con- 
sequently, in spite of the heavy rain which fell nearly the whole 
of the day, several persons assembled to witness his landing. At 
eleven o’clock the Prince left the Galatea in his barge, accom- 
panied by Admiral Keppel, Colonel Norman, C.B., Captain Max- 
well, adjutant-general, and several other officers, and followed in 
succession by the captains of H.M.’s ships in their respective 
galleys. On landing his Royal Highness was enthusiastically 
cheered, which he repeatedly acknowledged ; then, entering the 
carriage-in-waiting, in which Bir Harry Parkes was sitting, drove 
to the Legation. 

The following is the text of the Address presented to his Royal 
Highness by the British Residents, which was read by Mr. W. G. 
Aspinall :-— 

May tt please your Royal Highness: 

We, the undersigned British subjects, resident at Yokohama, beg to 
approach your Royal Highness in order to testify our loyalty and devo- 
tion to the Throne and Family of our most Gracious Queen. We feel it 
our happiness on the occasion of the visit of your Royal Highness to 
Japan to be allowed to tender you a most hearty welcome, and we beg to 
assure Her Majesty and your Royal Highness, that though we are a small 
community, scattered among men of every race, in a settlement far from 
our native shores, we ever cherish the deepest affection towards our be- 
loved Queen and her Royal Family. We hail the arrival of the Galatea 
in these waters, and we heartily pray that prosperity may attend the ship 
and her Royal Captain throughout. We own with gratitude the watchful 
Pr evidence which has ever guarded the life and prospered the reign of our 
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Gracious Queen, and we fervently pray that God will long vouchsafe His 
blessings to Her Majesty and her royal line. 

Subscribed at Yokohama, August, 1869. 

To the Address were nearly 260 signatures, being within half- 
a-dozen of all the known British residents. Mr. Aspinall having 
handed it to an aide-de-camp, his Royal Highness read his reply, 
which ran thus :— 

Gentlemen, —I thank you sincerely for the Address which you have pre- 
sented to me. In the Queen’s name I ackwowledge the expression of 
loyalty to her Throne and person; and for myself, I am grateful for the 
kind wishes which you Lave expressed for my future welfare. I attach 
the more weight to your Address because it comes from a body of gentle- 
men who form the principal link between the Empires of Japan and Great 
Britain. The increased favourable relations between these two countries 
must add very materially to the prosperity of both, and it rests to a very 
great extent with you, by the energetic prosecution of peaceful industry, 
to improve still more the intimacy and good-fellowship between the people 
of this country and your own land. That your efforts in so good a cause 
may be crowned with success is my earnest wish—a wish that is all the 
more sincere because I feel that your prosperity in this country must add 
to the well-being of both Empires. ALFRED. 

To the British Residents at Yokohama. 

After this, officers of the army and navy were presented, and 
then Mr. Lowder, H M.’s Consul,and the gentlemen of the Corsu- 
late, all of whom were introduced by Sir Harry Parkes. The 

eneral residents followed, but they, unfortunately, were but few 
iu number, most of them being behind time, as the proceedings 
commenced with a punctuality said to be rare at the Legation. 
Mr. Loureiro, the Portuguese Consul, was only just in time to be 
presented before the Duke left the room, and he had actually re- 
tired when M. Outrey, the French Minister, arrived, but cour- 
teously returned and received that gentleman and his suite. 
Many others subsequently arrived, but were tco late. 

The appearance of the Duke, and the manner of his reception, 
seem to fare been a source of unmixed surprise to the Japanese. 
They could not understand that one who claimed equality with 
the Mikado could actually be the captain of a man-of-war. But 
the greatest puzzle of all was, when the Duke landed in private 
clothes to tiffin with Sir Harry Parkes. He landed like any other 

_ man; got into a carriage like any other man; and was driven 
off without fuss of any kind; and the remark of the numerous 
Japanese who had assembled, expecting to see a great sight, was 
universally one of disappointment. One man asked derisively, 
« D'ye call that an English Prince?” alluding to the absence of 
display and ceremony. The next day, when he landed in state, it 
was quite another thing. But then they could not understand his 
condescension in noticing the people by raising his hat, nor the 
noisy manifestations of welcome when the people cheered. 

The Prince, escorted by a guard of honour from the Legation, 
and accompanied by Sir Harry Parkes, drove to Yedo on Wednes- 
day, Oct. 1, where he arrived at half-past one, and was received 
by a guard of marines and a detachment of native troops. Some 
attempt at illumination appears to have been e by the 
Japanese in Sinagawa, in the usual manner, paper lanterns ; but 
his reception so fur has been altogether private and free from 
ostentation of any sort. 

No particulars are yet to hand of the interview with the Mi- 
kado, except that the arrangements were on a nificent scale. 
A correspondent informs us, that from Japan the Duke will pro- 
ceed to Peking, whether invited or not; that he will be accom- 
oenelg by Admiral Keppel, who will continue with him while in 

hina waters, after whic Sir Henry will return home, and the 
Galatea proceed to Calcutta. : 

The same correspondent informs us that trade at Yokohama is 
very bad, the Japanese holding out for very high prices for silk- 
worms’ eggs, while tea and silk both continue dull. 

The P. M. 8S. Company is rapidly becoming the largest line of 
steamers in the Far East. The new San Francisco steamer, the 
America, arrived at Singapore on the 4th inst., and was expected 
to leave Hong Kong with the mails on the 18th Sept. The Ore- 
gonian is also a new steamer of the same class as the Wew York 
and Costa Iica, and is intended to run upon the Shanghai line 
via the Inland Sea.

FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Mr. Hart has been obliged to admit the contumacy of the 


Tsung-le-Yamun in continuing to refuse to acknowledge the treat 
made by Mr. Burlingame with the United States. The Frenc’ 
Minister has telegraphed this home, and it is said requested his 
Government to defer entering upon further negotiations with Mr, 
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Burlingame until his despatches r2ach Paris, The following ex- 
tract from the North China Daily News is well worth sendin 
you, as showing how rotten and corrupt the Government o 
China is :— 

We subjoin a sketch of the parsgreph about Lekim taxation, 
from a memorial to which we lately reterred as having been pre- 
sented to the Emperor. A correspondent, in sending it, adda, 
such memorials are filled with enumerations of office prostituted, 
and mandarins corrupted, and altogether afford a darker picture 
of the decadence, even rottenness, of the Empire, than ever entered 
the mind of foreigners to conceive. The Government are suspi- 
cious of the mandarins ; the mandarins prey upon the people 5 
and the memorialists are no better than the rest of their class. 
Otherwise, being judges, and having power, why do they not quel 
the evils they condemn ? 

In a recent memorial, presented to the Emperor by one Tsien- 
pou-lien, an eminent scholar and high officer at the capital, the 
disbandment of all militia forces still under organisation is 
forcibly urged, with a recommendation that all arms and ammu- 
nition in their possession shall be given up, and the temporary 
fortifications made by them in time of danger be reduced—the 
former with a view to prevent piracy, the latter defiance. 

The memorialist further urges that, inasmuch as peace is now 
largely restored to the country, ZLz-king (Li-kim), or war-tax, 
should be greatly abated, and suggests that this can best be done 
by distinguishing between large and small dealers, and between 
articles of luxury and the necessaries of life, as, for instance, 
wines and tobacco, silks and satins, should be taxed, while articles 
of food, cotton, cloth, wood, coal, oil, paper, &c., &c., should be 
exempt. 

This distinction, he insists, is necessary to protect the poor 
against the squeezes of unprincipled mandarins, and to protect 
and encourage trade. 

In conclusion, the memorialist begs that the Emperor will cause 
the Collector-General to be required, by orders from the Governors- 
General and Governors, to publish a list of such articles as are 
subject to the above tax, whereby the oppression of the people 
rod be in future prevented, and the poor have occasion for grati- 
tude. 

It is said that foreigners are treated with marked dimespest : 
abusive epithets, until recently unknown, are now freely used. A 
foreigner was the other day walking in the streets, a runner 
accompanying a mandarin’s§cortege passing, exclaimed, “See, the 
foreign devils now take off their hats to Chinese.” 

Hanacinow.—A correspondent writes, there has been so much 
rain and no sun, that now we have an epidemic ; dysentery and 
cholera are raging. 

Hayxow.--The water continues to rise ; it is from three to four 
feet over the Bund ; sampans are again in use. 

CueEFo0.—The weather is getting so cold as to cause some of the 
visitors—health seekers—to come South. The Settlement wae 
thrown into a state of excitement on the Ist inst. by a row be~ 
tween the Swatow junk men and the Imperial troops from Tientsin ;

TIENTSIN. 
MURDER OF MR. WILLIAMSON. 

The following is from the Evening Courier ; it is the most au- 
thentic account of the circumstances connected with the murder, 
near Tientsin, of the Rev. John Williamson, late of the London 
Missionary Society :— 

The deceased, in company with the Rev. Mr. Hodge, was pro- 
ceeding by boat up the Grand Canal, to visit some inland statio 
and on the nigh of Wednesday, the 25th Aug., or the morning o 
the 26th, while their boat was at anchor off the west bank of the 
canal, opposite to the town of Chéng-kuan-tun, about 35 miles 
from Tientsin, it was boarded and plundered by a number of armed 
Chinese robbers. 

Mr. Hodge deposed before H. M.’s Consul at Tientsin on the 
27th that he and Mr. Williamson retired at 9.30 on the 25th, in 
the large central compartment of their boat; that about one 
o’clock next morning he was awakened by the violent rocking of 
the boat, and by the voices of a number of men outside. He 
sprang out of bed, and was surprised that he could see nothing 
of Mr. Williamson. He looked out and saw four or five Chinese 
armed with swords, at the bow of the boat, which was hauled on 
to the bank. Failing to open his revolver case he“jumped on 
deck with the intention of throwing the case into the 
water. As soon as he appeared a cry of “mao-tze,” “mao- 
tze,” an opprobrious epithet commonly applied to foreigners 
in the North of China, was raised, supplemented with “ta, 
ta” (strike, strike). He threw down the revolver case and 
called out “let me go ashore;’ and while endeavouring to 

et away, he was struck on the head and shoulders by the rob- 

re with the flats of their swords. He succeeded in jumping 
ashore, and when there was again struck in a similar manner by 
others of the robbers who were on the bank. He escaped from 
them, and was not pursued, as he ran off to a neighbouring vil- 
lage for assistance. Arrived at the village, he roused the inhabi- 
tants. One of them, on being told that the robbers numbered about 
20, recognised them as being known in the neighbourhood to be 
very dangerous. This villager lent him some clothes, and on their 
way to the town of Chéng-kuan-tun they met a local mardarin, who 
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was on his way with soldiers to the boat. Mr. Hodge joined them, 
but on reaching the boat they found it had been deserted by the 
robbers after they had pillaged it. None of the Chineseon board were 
injured, but Mr. Williamson was nowhere to be found, and none of 
them knew what had become of him. One of the boatmen, however, 
who had slept on the foredeck, afterwards informed Mr. Hodge that 
when he was held down by therobbers he saw Mr. Williamson on the 
forepart of the vessel, but could not say whether he jumped ashore 
or fell into the water. This man, when subsequently examined 
by Her Majesty’s Consul, denied all knowledge of having seen or 
heard anyening about Mr. Williamson, but stated that at the time 
the robbers were holding him down he heard a shot fired, followed 
by something falling into the water. The other boatmen declared 
that at the very beginning of the attack they heard two shots 
fired, but heard nothing fall into the water. Mr. Hodge himself 
heard no shots at all. Mr. Williamson’s body was found on the 
28th floating in the canal, and was buried on the 29th. Active 
measures are being taken by the Chinese authorities to trace the 
murderers. The deceased was brother of the Rev. A. Williamson, 
of Ohefoo. His wife went home in May last. 


SHANGHAI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Suanenar, Sept. 9, 1869. 

Telegrams have been received, via Kiachta, dated London, Aug. 
17, arriving here on 5th inst., by San Francisco from Europe, 
dated 3rd Aug., both to hand'same day. We have received tele- 
gramsto Aug. 11, brought on by the extra P. andO. steamer China. 
On the 5th inst. the United Service arrived, bringing $700,000, 
also the P.M.S. New York, on the same day, with $400,000. 

The Mary Moore started with a cargo of tea on the 4th for 
London ; she was too lightly ballasted, and before she got to the 
Hellespont wreck she had to return to Woosung. She got ashore 
on the inner bar coming up the river, through the carelessness of 
the pilot. She is now discharging her cargo at Gibb’s Wharf ; 
she may be expected to sail in a few days. The steamer Fan-le- 
Juen (late Nora Creina) is at Ningpo in a sinking condition. The 
British barque Stinchar, laden with rice from Bangkok, struck on 
Ty-go-san ; she has become a total wreck ; the crew have arrived 
at this port, and are under the care of H.B.M.’s Consul. The 
steamer Bertha is in dock at Foochow. 

A land sale took place on the 3rd inst. A parcel on the Hong- 

ue side, between Gibbs, Lvingstone and Dow’s Wharf, fetched 

‘Ns.215 a mow. A lot on the Siccawei-road brought Ts.244 a 
foow ; another lot on the same road brought Tls.7 the mow. A 
piece on the French-road realised Tls.11 per mow.

sports. The Shanghai Rifle Club has had a meeting, and elected 
Mr. William Kidner their captain. The Rowing Club has decided 
to hold a regatta at the end of October. It is hoped that a Yacht 
Club will be permanently established. Messrs. Stevenson, of the 
Kiang-nan Arsenals, have given cups to bo sailed for by yachts on 
the 18th and 20th of this month. 

Sir Edmund Hornby finds such an acoumulation of public busi- 
ness at Yokohama, consequent on the death of Mr. Fletcher, and 
dare Wag changes, ‘tathe is compelled to remain longer at that 
port than he anticipated. To facilitate the getting through of the 
work, he has ordered one of the Clerks of the Supreme Court to 
be sent over to his assistance. Mr. R. A. Mowat, Law Secretary, 
left by the French mail for England ; his object in going home is 
to qualify and get called to the Bar. Mr. G. A. Jamieson, of the 
Consular Service, takes up Mr. Mowat’s duties during his absence. 

Mr. Seward, U.S. Consul-General, leaves for San Francisco by 
the P.M.S.S. Costa Rica on a year’s leave of absence. Mr. Mark- 
ham, H.B.M.’s Consul at Chefoo, proceeds to England on leave, via 
the States. Mr. Lay, now at Kiukiang, succeeds Mr. Markham, 
and Mr. Hughes, on his return from Europe, returns to Kiukiang. 
Mr. F. Dillon, for several years H.I.M.’s Vice-Consul in London, 
and brother of Mons. Dillon, Vice-Consul for France at this port, 
passed through Shanghai the other day, en route to Bangkok, to 
which place he has been appointed Consul. Mr. Chaloner Ala- 
baster, H.M.’s Acting Consul at Swatow, is to be relieved from 
that station, and take up the duties of Vice-Consul at Shanghai. 
Whether this change has been made on account of Mr. Alabas- 
ter’s action some time ago in regard to the attack type villagers 
near Swatow, on the boats of H.M.S (ockchafer, has not trans- 
pired. r.

It is rumoured that 
H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh will not visit Shanghai. 

Mr. Cunningham, president of the Shanghai Steam ihe ata 
Company, and head of Messrs, Russell and Co.'s firm in China, 
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will leave for America early in the coming year, It is thought 
he leaves China for good. Mesers. David Sassoon, Sons, and Co. 
have had a difference with the opium guild at this port, and for 
the past fortnight that ta opium firm has been unable to do 
business with the Chinese. The American portion of the commu- 
nity were all on the guz vive on the arrival of the American mail 
steamor on the 5th, there being a probability that ex-Secretary 
Seward would be on board. It is confidently asserted here by 
some Americans he intends visiting China. 

Considerable indignation is felt towards the Shanghai Club 
Committee for having suddenly posted up a list of gentlemen 
who have not, from absence and other causes, paid their subscrip- 
tions. This abrupt action is not likely to increase the popularity 
of an institution which has a heavy lee-way to make up to take 
anything like a foremost position in public esteem. Mr. Koch, 
honorary secretary of the gymnasium, been presented by the 
members with a handsome microscope, in soknowledgenient of his 
valuable services to that institution. 

On Saturday evening, Sept. 4, about six o'clock, a gentleman 
in the employ of Messrs. Russell and Co., while returning from 
Toonkado with his wife, was set upon by a number of Chinese, 
stripped of all his clothes, and beaten severely, and was very 
ca losing his life. It seems that a Chinaman went up to the 
chair in which the lady was and looked in, and that her husband 
pushed him away. The scoundrel then made threatening gestures, 
and called out to his.companions, who assaulted the gentleman, 
beating him severely. An immense number of Chinese were soon 
collected, and with great difficulty the gentleman got into a house 
but was followed by his assailants, and for nearly an hour managed 
to keep them at bay with a piece of wood, which he tore from the 
staircase. The mob, however, continued to attack him, until he 
got through a window into the street. There they again set upon 

im, stripped him of all his clothes, and beat him most brutally, 
until a respectable Chinaman came up, who addressed the crowd 
and got their victim away, and supplied him with sufficient Chinese 
clothes to enable him to go home. The gentleman is a Mons. 
Louvier, Messrs. Russell aaa Co.’s silk inspector, a French subject, 
but it seems that information was not given to the police until 
this morning, and we are unaware whether any of the Chinamen 
have been arrested. Occurrences of this kind are becoming far 
too frequent, and we trust that the cowardly ruffians will not be 
allowed to escape like those who committed the outrage at Pootung 
some time ago, and that they will meet with such a punishment as 
will prevent another occurrence of the kind for sometime. 


SUPPLEMENTARY. 
Sept. 10. 

Mail has been delayed one day. 

On the 9th a small screw steamer, entirely built by Messrs. David 
Muirhead and Oo., of Pootung, including engines, in Shanghai, 
took a turn round the shipping ; from the speed she attained the 
result was most satisfactory. Thhis is the first steamer, | believe, 
that has been completely built in China. 

The recent letter of Mr. Johnstone, secretary to the Municipal 
Council, to the London and China Telegraph, in which he vindicates 
the aspersions cast on it by his Grace the Duke of Somerset, has 
caused considerable comment in the China Press. The Lvening 
Courier has made a savage assault upon it, and wilfully miscon- 
ceived what seems to have been its scope and intention. The 
Courier attempts to make it the council’s vindication of the model 
settlement, but the letter, as it stands, could but appear, to any 
unprejudiced person, not to be an official utterance. 

Kurkiana.—A correspondent says, “ We are still water-locked 
bere, and likely to remain so if the reports about the state of the 
Upper Yang-tsze are correct.” 

Tho Courier has the following :— 

No less than twenty large ships are at present lying idle in the 
harbour, finding it pay better to do so than to accept current coast- 
ing rates. One inconvenience arising from this state of things is 
probably not generally known. To save a vessel the expense of 
moving say 20 to 30 taels, vessels are kept waiting in berths far 
down the reach, involving threc to six and even more days’ extra 
detention, with a consequent additional expense of say from Tls. 60 
to 200 and upwards. We mention the alleged fact as one worthy 
of attention from those concerned. 

I extract the following from one of the local journals :— 


Preliminary arrangements are being made to offer a hospitable 
reception to the Duke of Edinburgh. The general Committee 
have elected sub-committees to compose addresses and to commu- 
nicate with the various Shanghai societies, who, it is supposed, 
will desire to take part in the projected entertainments. A theatri- 
cal performance by the Amateur Dramatic Club is proposed, and 
Dion Boucicault’s comedy of ‘ London Assurance” has been 
selected as the piece to tie played on the occasion of his Royal 
Highness’s visit. The Club Concordia, we believe, intend to offer 
a dramatic and musical entertainment, and a dejewner on the field 
will be got up by the Shanghai Cricket Club. 





HONG KONG. 

Dates by this mail are to the 16th of Sept. The London mai 
of 7th Aug. (French) arrived out on the 15th Sept., with telegrams 
to the 30th Aug. 

There is nothing of interest in local affairs Leyond the prepara- 
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tions to receive the Duke of Edinburgh. The Daily Press on this 
Subject says :— 

he chief topic of interest during the past fortnight has been the 
approaching arrival of H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh. Various ac- 
counts come to hand concerning his movements, in consequence of 
the refusal of the Peking mandarins to receive him with the honours 
due to his rank. It was first reported that he would not in conse- 
quence visit any of the China ports, but it is now finally settled that 
he will go to Peking as a private individual, and will also visitShang- 
hai. He may be expected in Hong Kong about Oct.20. Althoug 
it is quite impossible to designate as yet anything like a perfect pro- 
gramme of the festivities that are now under consideration, a brief 
enumeration of what is proposed, and of the actual preparations 
in progress, will bo of interest to home readers. As previously 
advised, the visit was not to extend beyond four days, but on ac- 
count of the Galatea requiring a refit there is some probability 
of this time being extended. The public landing will take place 
at Peddar’s Wharf, where a triumphal arch is now in the course of 
erection. His Royal Highness will then be invited to inaugurate 
the City Hall, and it is proposed that he should afterwards 
hold a public levee in the building. In the evening a ball 
will be given in the City Hall in honour of the distinguished 
guest, by the reception committee, which in all probability will be 
one of the most brilliant affairs that has yet occurred in this colony. 
Invitations have been issued, and subscription lists are already 
being prepared for circulation. The minimum limit of the amount 
of a slogle subscription has, it is understood, been fixed by the 
committee at $15, and it isto be hoped that the well-known liberality 
of the residents of Hong Kong will not be found a thing of the past, 
notwithstanding the gloomy aspect of things commercial. On the 
evening of the arrival, and, consequently, of the ball, if the above 
proposal should be carried out, it is expected that a general illumina- 
tion of the colony will take place, and if the various rumours of pre- 

tions in progress for this event should turn out correct, it will 
hea brilliant as well as novel spectacle. The second evening is 
to be devoted to an inaugural performance in the new theatre, 
given jointly by the English and German amateurs theatrical socie- 
ties. This vill also be an event of no small importance. The 
third evening it is proposed to have a display of Chinese fireworks 
upon the cricket ground, and afterwards a Chinese dinner, or 
“chow-chow,” and a Chinese “sing-song,” given by the Chinese 
community to his Royal Highness, is ed of.

CEYLON. 
—o— 
COLOMBO. 
(PROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Coromso, Sept. 28, 1869. 

Dates by the present mail are to the 3rd Oct. from Colombo, and 
4th from Galle. The chief items of news were, however, antici- 
pated in our issue of the 25th Oct. per French mail. 

And so we are to have a visit from the Duke of Edinburgh. 
The Governor told us this in his opening speech to the Legislative 
Council. It is not, therefore, longer a matter of doubt, but one 
of fact, for the Viceroy has declared it,and has asked the Council 
to vote the neces supplies, which they will do right cheerfully, 
no doubt. And cant royally will he be welcomed to one of the 
most loyal dependencies of the British Crown, for his august 
mother holds not under her sway a more devoted population. Let 
us hope he will come, and see and admire what there is to be seen 
and admired in this beautiful island, and that his visit will be 
full of enjoyment to himself, of satisfaction to the colonists, and of 
information to the people at home. These are not all so ignorant 
that they require to be informed of our island’s whereabouts, al- 
though sometimes it is mistaken for Sierra Leone, and at others it 
is thought to lie somewhere between the Falkland Islands and 
Terra del Fuego. Anyhow, there are many in England that require 
to be informed of its whereabouts, and what sort of people inhabit it, 
not even excepting some Members of Parliament and editors of 
newspapers. The more especially is enlightenment nec 
when such unscrupulous writers as Mr., now Sir Charles Went- 
worth Dilke, in travelling over the country see so many things 
which do not exist, and use the traveller’s license so freely on their 
return as to mistake facts, misrepresent customs, and communicate 
a distorted view of everything. After such a visit and such a 
description it is high time that a truthful picture of this “ Eden 
of the Eastern wave” should be presented to the British public. 
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Therefore, if for no other reagon, it would be gratifying to the colo- 
nists that a son of England’s Queen should visit them, and see if such 
things exist as have been represented by Sir 0. W. Dilke, and dis- 
torted and exaggerated by hiscritic of the Edinburgh Review. Mr. 
Dilke must have travelled first and made up his notes afterwards ; 
for he has evidently jumbled up what he saw in one country with 
his description of another. He must have been dreaming when 
he saw the four ponies drawing the coach, been asleep when, all 
the way from Colombo to the interior, he did not see a single 
European, and been lively with his imagination when he saw the 
Mahawelliganga emptying itself into the Kandy Lake. You, Sir, 
have recently visited Kandy, and will doubtless recollect that the 
River Mahawelliganga, while it encircles the town, is at a lower 
elevation by an average of say 300 feet, while it does not at any 
point approach within two miles of the central capital. The 
uke’s visit will therefore do good, inasmuch as it will 
tend to correct the absurd statements promulgated by the 
bookmakers. Let us hope Sir ©. W. Dilke will be more 
correct and truthful in his description of the Russian scenes 
he is now visiting. His records of Ceylon remind one of those of 
another bookmaker who wrote about it some 12 or 15 years ago—Mr. 
Knighton. He wrote some sketches of Ceylon, its scenery and its 
business ; a very readable book he made, too, and very instructive 
to those who knew no better; but equally untrue in many of his 
descriptions with those of Mr. Dilke. For instance, he said the 
coffee planter was of the type of the Haleys and Legrees of “ Un- 
cle Tom’s Cabin,” who considered he had a right to wallop his 
own nigger whenever he pleased ; and the merchants, he said, 
marked all their best coffee mocha ; both statements being down- 
right fabrications ; but they were sensational, and doubtless helped 
to make the book sell. Well, to return to the Prince, his visit 
here will be as good as an advertisement to us, and will 
tend to make our quiet little island better known, and, 
we hope, better appreciated than it is. That this is neces- 
sary no better proof exists, in addition to the facts above re- 
lated, than that of an English paper the tother day commenting 
on a statement made by one of our local journals, to the effect 
that £24,000 were to be voted by the Legislative Council, to de- 
fray the cost of the entertainment of his Royal Highness :—“ All 
very well,” says this sage critic, “for you. people of Ceylon to 
vote away our money—the money taken out of the pockets of the 
British tax-payer. But we object to you having the fun and we 
the pay.” Fret us inform said critic, fowerse that whatever may 
be voted by the Ceylon Government (and the subject has not yet 
been even broached in the Legislative Council), it is our own 
money—not that of the Raglich tax-payer—that will be spent. 
Let us tell him, further, that Ceylon is the only colony of Great 
Britain that pays her own expenses, and does not cost the mother- 
country & farthing ; and, therefore, we may be allowed to be 
liberal in entertaining a Prince of the blood without our gene- 
rosity being cavilled at, or our propriety being called in question. 
All this is something to know, and it is as well that our English 
friends who are disposed to be critical should know something of 
our position. Therefore, again, the visit of the Royal Duke will 
be heartily welcomed. So also would be the visits of every mem- 
ber of that Royal house. Let us hope that when he does come 

there will be in the Prince’s train— 
“A chield amang us takin’ notes,” 

and that he’ll print them.

CEYLON, STRAITS, JAVA, CHINA, AND JAPAN 
IMPORTS. 

Yoxorama.—The market for the two principal staples, Yarn and Shirt- 
ings, had maintained the active tone noted in our issue of thé 18th ult, 
An advance in prices, noticeable especially in Shirtings, had been eatab- 
lished, and holders continuing firm, an improved business was looked for. 
For Cotton Yarn a fair inquiry existed, about 600 bales of all counts 
having been settled at advanced prices. It is gratifying to be able to 
announce that holders were firm and not tempted by the demand. Beyond 
a slight inquiry for Velvets, the above-named staples had enjoyed a mo- 
nopoly of the business done. Camlets, Blankets, and all classes of 
Woollen Goods were stationary and without demand, though quotations 
remained without change. Nail Rod Iron and other metals were quict, 
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with but small inquiry. Quotations :—Cotton Yarn, 16 to 24, $46.0 to 
$47.0 per picul; 28 to 82, $48.0 to $48.50; 38 to 42, $49.50 to $50.50; 
Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs., $2.40 to $2.45 per piece; 8.4 to 8.6 Ibs., $2.90 
to $2.95; Black Velvets, $8.25 to $9.60 per piece ; T. R. Cambrics, $0.90 
to $0.95 per lb. ; Blankets, $0.45 per Ib. 

Trentsrn.—An advance of two candareens had taken place in Grey 
Shirtings, and a similar improvement was noticeable in T-~Clothe, 7 Iba. 
best Mexican being quoted Tis. 1.7.5 to Tle. 1.8.2. 

Hanxow.—Grey Shirtings: The demand had been very limited, and 
prices during the early part of the fortnight declined two candareens per 
piece. Subsequently holders became firmer, owing to more encouraging 
advices from Shanghai; but the dealers showed little anxiety to get into 
stock, and the market closed quiet. 7]bs. goods had been inquired for, 
but heavy makes received no attention. Closing quotations were, Tis. 1.96 
to Tis. 1.98 for 7 lbs., Tis. 2.15 to Tls. 2.19 for 8} 1bs., and Tls. 2.80 to 
Tis. 2.95 per piece for 93 1bs. goods. White Shirtings: Beyond a few 
transactions in 64/66 reeds at easier rates, nothing had been done in these 
goods. T-Cloths: There had been a small inquiry for 8 lbs, gooda, but 
the amount of business done was unimportant; 7 Ibs. cloth of good make 
had been sold at lower prices to a small extent. Drills had continued in 
fair inquiry at a slight decline on last quotations; low-priced goods were 
most in demand. Fancy Cottons: Dyed Spots and Brocades had been 
inquired for at higher prices, while White goods were lower, and almost 
unsaleable, Dyed Damasks and Black Velvets had been sold at a decline, 
and were not much wanted. Camlets: Few transactions reported, and 
sellers had submitted to a decline in prices in order to induce business. 
Lastings extremely dull of sale. Long Ells: Scarlet again 5 candareens 
per piece lower, without inquiry; Indigo wanted at about Tls. 7 per piece 
for a good shade; Assortments quiet. Spanish Stripes little wanted. Me- 
diam and Broad Cloths found buyers to some extent at low prices. 
Figured Orleans had been in little demand, and sales were not readily 
effected. Metals: Sales in Lead had been made at Tls. 5.30 to Tls. 5.40 
per pical, bat the market was weak; transactions in Quicksilver were 
few, and the market was quiet; Tin advanced in price, owing to the 
market being bare of stock. 

SHANGHAI.—We have to report a fair business in the chief staples 
during the fortnight, but only in Grey Shirtings can a decided improve- 
ment in price be noted. Arrivals of cargoes from England had been 
numerous, but the high cost of the goods had prevented their being 
forced on the market. Grey Shirtings: The increased firmness of holders 
and the comparatively light stocks in dealers’ hands had tended to raise 
rates, and prices were 5 cands. per piece higher for ordinary goods 
(8-4 Ibs.), and 8 cands. per piece for Eagles; 7 Ibs. bad been in active 
inquiry at a rise of 7 cands. per piece for fair makes, and 6 cands. per 
piece for best Eagles. Heavy goods dall with but few buyers—7lbs. 
Tis. 2.0.1 to Tis. 2.0.8, 8-4 lbs. Tis. 2.1.9 to Tis. 2.2.3, and 9 Ibs. to 
9-12 Ibs. Tls. 2.4.5 to Tls. 2.85 per piece. T-Cloths: There is but a 
limited business to report in these goods, and prices were somewhat lower. 
Qnotations—6 Ibs, Tls, 1.3.5 to Ts. 1.6.0, 7 Ibs. Tis. 1.6.0 to Tls. 1.8.7, 
and 8 lbs., 86 inch, Tls. 2 to Tle. 2.1.5 per piece. White Shirtings: Im- 
proved demand for the lower counts, and prices 5 cands. per piece higher. 
Sales between 8,000 and 9,000 pieces. Prices—Tils. 2.1.0 to Tls. 2.1.5 
for 56 reed, Tls. 2.2.0 to Tls. 2.2.5 for 60 reed, Tls. 2.8.5 to Tls. 2.4.0 
for 64 reed, ant Tis. 2.4.5 to Tis. 2.5.0 for 66 reeds. Drills: The 
chief sales of the fortnight had been of American Cloth (mixed 
chops) at a fall on last prices, Tls. 4 per piece representing the 
value of best American cloth. English and Dutch dealt in to a fair 
extent at last prices. Sheetings quiet, prices lower. Jeans: Sales of 
American at a further fall, and there were Chinese re-sellers at Tls. 3.1.5 
per piece. English Cloth in, demand at Tls. 2.85 to Tls. 2.90 per piece. 
Fancy Goods: A moderate business reported in Gentian Shirtings, 
Chiutzes and Turkey Red Cloth, at about last prices. Dyed Brocades 
higher, with good inquiry. Woollens: Assorted Camlets rather lower, 
and difficult to place, though some colours show a slight rise. In Long 
Ells, Medium Cloth and Spanish Stripes the business had been limited, 
while about 4,000 pieces of Figured Orleans are reported as sold at a small 
improvement in value. Crape Lustres and Crape Lastings had slightly 
given way in price. Metals—Iron: The market had been very dull, only 
5,000 bales of Nail Rods having found buyers at Tls. 1.9.0 to Tis. 2.1.0. 
Bars neglected, no transactions. Stock of Nail Rods heavy, being estimated 
at 90,000 bdls., that of Bars about 4,000 picals. Lead: Stock consider- 
ably reduced ;_some speculative purchases at Tis. 4.8.5 to Tis. 6.0.0. Holders 
firm. Coals: Transactions unimportant, and quotations unchanged. 
Arrivals—Cardiff, 686 tons, Newcastle, 1,430. 

Foocnow.—The following have been the transactions during the in- 
terval:—1,000 pieces, 7 lbs., T-Cloths, at $2.40 per piece; 500 pieces, 
8 lbs., Grey Shirtings, at $2.95; 1,000 pieces, 8} lbs., Grey Shirtings, 
at $3.05; 100 pieces Scarlet Camlet, at $18; 120 pieces Assorted Cam- 
lets, at $17.25; 100 pieces Scarlet Long Ells, at $8.50; and 1,175 piculs 
Lead, at $7.50 for cash and $8 to $8.25 against Tea. 

Hone Kona.—Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’s Circular, dated 9th Sep- 
tember, contains the following report:—Cotton Yaru: Settlements have 
been upon a Iarge scale, and stocks in foreign hands are now reported to 
be less than 2,000 bales of all counts; the inquiry continues strong, and 
sales in some instances show an advance of $3 to $5 per bale, but a 
general rise of $2.50 per bale is to be noted. With the small supply now 
on offer, importers are showing no particular desire to make sales even at 
the advance, as a further rise in the market is thought likely. Piece 
Goods: The market has ruled firm for all descriptions of Cotton Goods, 
and a further slight improvement is observable in most of the staple manu- 
factares. 7lb. and 8.4lb. Grey Shirtings are dearer, and meet with ready 
sale at an advance of 2c. for the former and 5c. for the latter; 8.4 Ib., 
however, are not freely offered at this figure, as higher prices are de- 
manded. Common White Shirtings are wanted at a rise of 5c. per piece, 
while the better qualities are not so much in request. 6lb. and 7Ib. 
T-Cloths show an enhancement in values of 2c. to 5c., and whilst an 
active inquiry exists for the lower qualities, the best chops of these 
weights are in bat slight demand. Drills have commanded increased 
attention, and the sales made have been upon more favourable 
terms. One or two small lots of American have found buyers 
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at $5.15 to $5.20 per piece, but holders’ ideas are now some- 
what above these rates, though dealers have shuwn no dispo i- 
tion to make large purchases at the figures mentione’. Sa'’es of 
Dutch amount to nearly 6,000 pieces, prices realised showing an advance 
of 10 cents; the stock on offer is very small. Woollens: Beyond a large 
auction sale of 2,000 pairs of 7 Ib. and 10 Ib. Blankets nothing of special 
moment has transpired, and no particular change has to be noted other 
than a decline of 2 to 3 cents in Scarlet Spanish Stripes. Metals: Prices 
of Iron Nail Rod are unchanged. Bar Iron is lower, though holders of 
Soft are not willing sellers at quotations. Hoop continues firm. Steel is 
lower. Lead has declined 10 to 20 cents. Large quantities of Tin have 
come to hand, and in consequence rates have fallen $2 per picul. Quick- 
silver is more firmly held. Coal; Arrivals have been—4,289 tons Syd- 
ney, 1,700 tons West Hartley (to consumers), 2,800 tons Anthracite, and 
2,220 tons Cardiff. Sales have been 3,989 tons of Sydney at $5 to $6 
per ton. Ginseng: The inquiry is not active, and the market has a 
downward tendency. Sales reported are—104 large casks Crude at 
$118 per pical, and 40 half-casks White at $170 per picul. The

Coromso0.—The following is from Messrs. Geo. Wall and Co.’s Report 
—We have a very limited business to comment upon, and we again close 
with “nothing doing.” The Chelties have been alarmed by the sudden 
lowering of the offer for Cotton, and expect a corresponding reduction in 
the value of the manufactured article. As yet, however, there is hardly 
a quotable reduction, but the business done has been chiefly confined to 
the articles upon which the narrowest margin existed, while the qualities 
for which quotations showed a fair profit have been neglected.

Hanxow.—The following is from Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.’s 
report :—Throughont the fortnight our market has been but barely sup- 
plied, only a few chops coming to hand daily, which have been at once 
taken at gradually hardening rates, till we now quote an advance of fully 
one tael per picul. Settlements for the time under notice have been 7,600 
chests and 2,950 half-chests, at Tls. 16 to 194, the bulk being common to 
fair Oopak kinds at Tl. 17} to 18}, as only two chopsof Shuntan packed 
have been offered, which realised Tls, 16 respectively, and, till within the 
last two or three days, teamen found it very difficult to realise a higher 
figure even for teas of much better quality. The third crop teas are, we think, 
relatively better than the second ; we have not, however, received many that 
can be called true thirds, as they have been mostly more or less mixed with 
second crop leaf.

Kruxtana.—Black Teas: Only three small chops had found buyers 
during the fortnight, but native speculators had purchased for resale on 
the Shanghai market, and prices had had an upward tendency.

THE MISSIONARY IN CHINA." 

In our last issue we noticed an ably-written paper by Mr. 
Kwow.ton on this subject, and the manifesto addressed to 
Sir Rurnerrorp Axcock by the Missionaries at Peking. In 
another column will be found an article from the Globe, in 
which the arguments adduced in the last-named document 
are warmly supported. The only point on which the Globe 
differs with the authors is that of their right to settle in the 
interior, which, the Globe thinks, is based on an insufficient 
plea, namely, the “favoured nation clause” in our Treaty. 
It is quite true that there is no provision in the Treaty of 
Tientsin that directly grants the right of residence in the in- 
terior for the purpose of teaching Christianity, and that it is 
only the fact of Roman Catholics having been previously 
allowed the privilege that gives our own Missionaries the right 
to claim a similar indulgence. But, in our opinion, no 
better ground than this is required. The so-called “ favoured 
nation clause” is as much an integral part of the Treaty 
as any other, and should be as stringently enforced. The 
fact that the Jesuits have been permitted to make good 
their footing in the inmost recesses of the Empire should be, 
and is,a powerful incentive to good Protestants to obtain 
similar advantages and opportunities for teaching their own 
faith ; and so long as those who push forward in this path 
are guided by moderation and discretion, nothing but good 
can come of their endeavours. As the Globe juatly remarks, 
we must not forget that there are Missionaries and Mis- 
sionaries ; we must not confuse the able, highly-educated, 
and intelligent class of Missionaries, whose labour has been 
80 fruitful iu good works, with those others whose well- 
meant but ignorant zeal has so far exceeded the bounds of 
discretion as to make them a laughing-stock. It is to be 
hoped that the Home Government will learn to appreciate 
this distinction. Under the present régime peace and re- 
trenchment are to go hand in hand, and all must give 
way before them—but we trust Christianity is not to be 
thrown overboard, even to secure these precious results. 
Sir RurHerrorp ALCooK some time since enunciated views 
on the Missionary question that his Government might well 
have taken a lesson from, but from more recent indications 
we fear he has hardly courage to stand by the position 
then taken. If the cause of Christian Missions and the 
rights of their ministers and converts are to be thrown over 
asa sop to the Chinese, and in deference to the narrow- 
minded, worldly policy of the Duke of SommrseT and his 
supporters, a day of reckoning will come, and at no dis- 
tant date, when the people of England will learn a harsh 
and unpalatable lesson, when the alternative will be presented 
to them, either of enduring a series of ever increasing humi- 
liations, not only in China, but before the whole world, or of 
launching into another costly and unpopular war. The only 
way to avoid this is to be just to the Chinese, and equally 
just to those who represent our commerce and our religion 
in China, by firmly defending all the rights we have acquired, 
and being always ready to enforce them against t!:a shufiling, 
deceitful policy of the native Government. 
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LETTERS ON THE POLITICAL SITUATION IN 
CHINA. 

A PAMPHLET issued in Shanghai under the above title con- 
tains three ably written letters addressed to the editor of the 
Daily News, by Mr. James B. Ropertson, in June and July 
of the present year. It is not at all clear why Mr. Robgrt- 
son should have selected the Daily News as the medium for 
bringing his views before the public. The letters being 
avowedly intended as a protest against what the writer mildly 
terms the “mistaken policy ” of our present Government 
towards China, were far more likely to find their way into 
the waste-basket than into the columns of a journal devoted 
to the Liberal Cabinet. The Times, though greatly to be 
blamed for its vacillating course with regard to China 
affairs, at any rate deserves credit for a degree of 
impartiality that gives a fair hearing to both sides 
of the question, and had Mr. Rosertson addressed his 
communications to the leading papers, they would no doubt 
have been published ; but in the Daily News they were not. 
Second-class journals are not so eager to accord publicity to 
communications that tell strongly against the policy of their 
own party. Perhaps it was some prevision of the fate that 
would befall his letters in this country that induced Mr. 
Ropertson to publish them in the Worth China Herald, and 
to issue them in pamphlet form also. They undoubtedly 
form a valuable contribution to the discussion now pending 
on the question of British policy in China, The first is 
principally devoted to an exposition of the absurd error 
made by Lord Ciarenpon in treating the Chinese Go- 
vernment as though it were the Government of a civi- 
lised and Christian nation, and in crediting this “cen- 
tral Government” with all the powers that a central 
Government in any European State would naturally 
possess. The entire absence of any public opinion or 
true patriotic feeling among the people is strongly in- 
sisted on ; and manifold reasons are adduced for the conclu- 
sion that the present policy, in whatever light it may be 
viewed, is one of retrogression. The second letter is devoted 
to the origin and objects of that contemptible, but unhappily 
successful imposture, the BURLINGAME Mission ; a subject on 
which Mr. Ropertson’s views are precisely identical with 
those so frequently expressed in these colamns. The third 
letter contains a general review of British policy in China, and 
its results, immediate and prospective. And here the writer 
expresses his conviction that the fate of the present policy 
is already sealed, for its utter inconsistency has been so clearly 
manifested, that an adherence to it is impossible, without in- 
curring the danger of another war. In this we entirely agree ; 
yet we could wish that Mr. Rosertson had been a little 
less profuse in his apologies for the Guapstone Cabinet. 
While protesting against their action, he palliates their 
motives in such phrases as this : “ A liberal Ministry, anxious 
“to perform a generous and praiseworthy part towards all 
“ nations, has suddenly, and without time for consultation with 
“ its officials in China, agreed to a policy which is untenable in 
“ itself, and which is based on erroneous ideas regarding Chinese 
“ progress.” Now we do not believe that the line of conduct 
pursued by Lord CuaRENDON arose either from over-haste, or 
from an excess of generous impulse. It has been, from first 
to last, an obstinate, unreasoning persistence in carrying out 
the peculiar views of Mr. Briaut regarding our foreign 
policy ; views that will very soon make the very name of 
England a subject for scorn and derision throughout the 
world, unless the better sense of Englishmen comes to the 
rescue, and the degrading GLADSsToNE-worship of the present 
day is once more replaced by that spirit of patriotism that 
in former times maintained our reputation as a first-class 
power. We must wait and hope.

The 
French Consul at Ningpo, however, considered one passage reflected 
disrespectfully on the Pope, and made a formal complaint to that 
effect to the British authorities. The writers are right in assuming 
that such a paltry and foolish complaint cannot be taken as a proof of 
the existence of dispute between Protestants and Roman Catholic mis- 
sionaries. 

All that is then urged by these apologists is to a great extent true, 
and there can be no doubt that the assertions and charges made by 
their bd arp were of far too general and sweeping a character. 

There are missionaries and 
missionaries. If we look at the four names attached to the despatch 
of which we have been speaking, we recognise them as the names of 
men of sound education, “fruitful in every good work,” and 
alike by native and foreigners wherever they are known.

MANCHESTER CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 
At a quarterly meeting of this Chamber, held on the 27th Oct., the 
condition of the China trade as regards British manufactures came 


under discussion. 

The Chairman announced that Mr. Canny, a merchant in Ohina, and 
French consul at the oF of Chin-kiang, had attended, by request of 
Mr. D. Chadwick, M.P., and Mr. Watts, to address the Chamber on 
the subject of our relations with China. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Canny said he had resided in China for several years, and had 
had considerable experience of the people and the mandarins. The 
present was a very important period, and it was of great moment that 
the questions at issue should be thoroughly discussed and understoed. 
One of the provisions of the treaty concluded in 1858 was that there 
should be a decennial revision, and the requisite notice before that 
revision could be undertaken had been given by the English Govern- 
ment. That treaty was of vital importance to the manufactu 
interests of England, because it was generally believed that if 
some reasonable modifications of the treaty could be secured, 
our exports to China in cottons, woollens, and metals wonld rise 
from eight millions sterling per annum to thirty millions. He 
looked for such an extraordinary expansion of trade when the ill 
tolls and imposts which are now levied upon English goods in the in- 
terior of China were abolished. An ad valorum duty of 74 per cent. 
was payable under the treaty; but everybody who had lived in the 
country knew that that was no indication of the charges actually made. 
There were barriers at short distances on every road and canal, at which 
black mail was exacted. He (Mr. Canny) found those illegal dues of 
tolls so excessive that it was impossible to send goods more than 50 
miles into the interior. He determined to test the question, and sent 
up acargo of goods with strict instructions to the men in charge that 
they were not to pay any illegal tolla. The goods were stopped, and he 
appealed, without success, to the mandarins and the Viceroy. Finally, 
he placed the matter before the British consul at Peking, who advised 
the consul to take prompt action, but nothing was done until, some of 
Her Majesty’s war veasela happening to appear off the place, the consul 
made use of their presence in an indirect manner. As soon ag 
the gunboats appeared the Chinese authorities at once gave way ; the 
goods were allowed to pass into the interior, and the consul insisted 
upon the punishment of the mandarins who had stopped them. The 
Grand Canal since then had been open; and the imports ofcotton in Chin- 
kiang had risen from 3,900 pieces to upwards of 400,000 per annum. 
(Applause.) That was a Babes of the enormous impetus that might 
be given to the trade of England ifthe treaty of Tientain was only 
honestly carried out. The tendency ofthe present Government was 
rather to shirk the question than to settle it. Lord Stanley, when he 
was Foreign Secretary, showed a strong desire to meet the difficnity. 
For ten years the Chinese Government had flagrantly and opealy 
violated the treaty. Let the English Government compel the Chinese 
to carry out the treaty. That could be done with undue pressure; 
all that would be needed would be that the English Government should 
put their case clearly and strongly before the Chinese Ministers. 
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The Dido, unarmoured screw sloop, 1,268 tons, has been launched 
at Portamouth in the presence of the Commander-in-Chief, Vice- 
Admiral Sir J. Hope, K.C.B., Rear-Admiral Sir. C. Key, Admiral 
Superintendent of Portsmouth dockyard, Admiral Sir G. Talbot, K.C.B., 
a large number of naval and military officers and ladies, Mr. Robin- 
son, master shipwright and chief engineer, and heads of departments, 
as well as a great many of the general public. The ceremony of christen- 
ing was performed by Miss Key, daughter of the Admiral Superinten- 
dent. The Dido is of the Sirius class, wooden built with rolled iron 
beams, with strengthening iron arch plating next to her water ways, 
and mid-arch stringing plates. She is fitted with iron water-tight 
bulkheads and all the latest improvements, and is to be supplied with 
engines by Measra. Humphrey and Tennant of 350-horse power. Her 
length is 212ft.; breadth 85ft.; depth of hold, 19f. 4in. After the 
launch she was taken into the steam basin to receive her machinery 
and be fitted out. 


Another batch of Government steamers has been put up for sale by 
auction at Lloyd’s captains’ rooms. The gun-steamer Ranger, 427 
tons builders’ measurement, with screw and paddle engines of 80- 
horse power, was sold for £1,725. The gun-steamer Sarly, 887 tons, 
fitted with engines of 50-horse power, fetched £1,025. Theiron screw 
store-ship Dromedary, 654 tons, with engines of 100-horse power, and 
stores and fittings, was knocked down for £5,100. For the screw 
corvette Malacca, 1,034 tons, principally built of teak, with engines of 
200-horse power, the biddings offered ranged from £5,000 to £7,800. 
The auctioneer stated that the reserve price on the ship was £12,000, 
and he therefore bought the vessel in for the Admiralty, an announce- 
ment which was received with cries of ‘‘Oh, oh,” and laughter. 


The Army and Nary Gazette says the whole question of naval re- 
tirement is still under consideration at the Admiralty. One of the 
recommendations of the Royal Commission on Military Education will, 
if followed, have the effect of abolishing, or of very greatly reducing, 
the establishment of the Council of Military Education. In further- 
ance of the intentions of the Lords of the Admiralty to have armour- 
clad vessels stationed along the coast as district guard-ships, so as to 
habituate men and officers to live within “our iron walls,” it has 
been decided that her Majesty’s ship Resistance shall shortly replace 
the old wooden screw-frigate Dauntless in the Humber. 


The Donegal, which is to convey the crew for Sir Henry Kellet’s 
Sagehie on the China station to their destination, is being completed 
with all despatch, and she will be out of the hands of the dockyard 
authorities at Portamouth next month.

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Monetary and Commercial, 
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The half yearly meeting of the Singapore Gas Company was held 
on the 26th ult. The report, which was published in our last 
issue, having been taken as read, the chairman, Mr. Stephenson, 
stated that as the Government House was being fitted up for gas, 
and other "public buildings as well, there was likely to be an in- 
crease over the consumption last reported. The managers, too, 
had been able to purchase a large stock of Australian coal, when 
that necessary mineral was a glut in the market, and had now 
two years’ supply. This had taken a large amount of money, but 
the company would reap the benefit of it in the future. The pro- 
fits of the half-year were £1,419, and, after writing off for depre- 
ciation of works and plant, and adding the balance brought from 
the last half-year’s account, there remained an available balance 
of £1,444, out of which the directors recommended a dividend at 
the rate of 7} per cent. per annum on the preference shares, less 
income-tax; and at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum on the 
original capital, free of income-tax. The motion for the adoption 
of the report was carried, the dividends were declared, and a vote 
of thanks to the directors concluded the proceedings. 

The directors of the Falmouth, Gibraltar, and Malta Telegraph 
Company (Limited) have issued their first report in anticipation 
of the general meeting. They state that the2order for the cable 
has been given to the Telegraph Construction and Maintenance 
Company, and the sum of £30,000 has been paid to them in ac- 
cordance with the contract. The directors have been in commu- 
nication with the Postmaster-General with reference to ‘the trans- 
mission of their messages between London and Falmouth, and 
have obtained the promise of special wires for their traffic. The 
report also refers to the prospects of the British Indian Telegraph 
Company’s line, and states that the Great Eastern has left for 
Bombay with upwards of 2,200 miles of the Red Sea cable on 
board. The submersion of the whole is expected to be finished in 
March, and the Falmouth-Malta cable within a few weeks after- 
wards, so that the whole line of submarine communication between 
England and India will be completed sooner than had been ori- 
ginally announced. Sir James Anderson has been appointed 
managing director of the company, and Mr. E. B. Bright perma- 
nent secretary. 

The subscription of the Indian Extension Telegraph Oompany 
(Ceylon to Singapore) has been closed for applications. The 
amount applied for, it is stated, considerably exceeds the number 
to be allotted. 

The India, China, and Australia Company, which proposed to 
lay a light cable from Galle to the Straits, has, we believe, been 
given up. This course we had anticipated. 

At the half-yearly meeting of the Oriental Bank Corporation, 
held on the 28th ult., the interim dividend of 30s. per share for 
the half-year ended 30th June last—equal to 12 per cent. per 
annum—was declared. This dividend is payable on and after the 
lst prox. No other proceedings of any importance took place.

COFFEE. 

A slight improvement was observable in the market for good colour-

The supplies at the public sales 
have been extremely light, and the business has been proportionately 
small ; transactions ec are also limited. In fact, during the 
past few days there has been an almost entire absence of business in 
coffee. In other East India discriptions the only transaction reported 
is a sale of 16 bags Penang at 45s.; 108 bags damaged Manila were 
offered at auction, and bought in at 56s. per cwt. 

The quantity of Ceylon Coffee afloat for Great Britain on the 18th 
Oct. was as follows :— Plantation, 120,187 cwt., against 84,879 cwt. at 
the corresponding date of 1868; Native, 35,083 cwt., against 29,370 
ewt.

CASUALTIES. 

The Rocket, screw steamer, Captain Lobery, from Shields, for Shan; 
hai, has been towed into Lowestoft by the Hallet, steam carrier vessel. 
The mate of the Rocket, Alexander Watt, reports as follows :—Tho 
Rocket left Shields on Monday, the 25th Oct., with eleven hands on 
on board ; and on Tuesday, at 2 p.u., while off Cromer, the wind N. 
by W., blowing a terrific gale, with heavy squalls of snow and hail, 
set in; the vessel fell over on her beam ends, with her hatches under 
water. The helm was ordered to be put a-starboard, but she would 
not “ pay off.” The captain and pilot then ordered the boat out, and, 
with the engineer and a passenger jumped into it, but it almost im- 
mediately capsized, and they were drowned. The mate himself, while 
making a rope fast from the boat, was washed overboard, but was 
hauled in almost exhausted, as were four others of the crew who had 
got into the boat which was lost. The mate then ordered the coals to 

e thrown overboard to lighten the vessel, and on Wednesday, the 
27th, the Hallet took the Rocket in tow, about 80 miles east of Lowe- 
atoft. About 7 p.m. on that day, during a heavy gale, it became neces- 
sary to cut away the foremast to save the ship; but on the 28th she 
was brought into Lowestoft. The names of those lost were as follows: 
—Captain Lobery, Pilot Thornton, Marshall (chief engineer), and 
Davy (passenger). 

Advices from St. Helena, dated Sept. 25, atate that the Chili, McSkim- 
ming, of and from Glasgow, for China, with coals and iron, experienced very 
heavy weather from Aug. 4 to Aug. 7, in lat. 89 S., lon. 83 E., during which 
she sprung a leak, and was abandoned in a sinking state, Aug. 23, in Jat. 
80 8., lon. 39 E. All hands succeeded in getting on board the Tuisko, from 
Akyab to Falmouth, which vessel landed them, Sept, 21, at St. Helena, 

The Niger (s.s.), Jobling, arrived at St. Helena, Sept. 27, from China, 
Singapore, &c., and proceeded for London, but put back with propeller 
damaged, and it was thought that the necessary repairs could not be 
effected at St. Helena. 

The Constantia, van Monnom, from Batavia to Rotterdam, put into 
Simon's Bay, Sept. 17, making nine inches water per hour, and would have 
to discharge. 

The Aurelia, arrived at Boston from Singapore, experienced a S. to 
N.W. gale, Oct. 4, in lat. 40 N., lon. 68 W., during which she loat 
bulwarks, &c, 

The Chaturanga, Hardy, from Singapore to New York, which put into 
Bermuda Sept. 24, dismasted and leaky, was discharging her cargo there, 
Oct. 2, much of it in a very damaged condition.

Trt TRr OF THE STEAMER “ Horposran.” 

The capabilities of the P. and O. Company’s new steamer Hindostan 
have been tested by a voyage to Cherbourg and back, and the trip haa 
been attended with most satisfactory results. The atart was effected on 
the morning of the 23rd inst., and the ship had completed the run and waa 
auchored off the Isle of Wight on the 25th. A curious fact has been 
published respecting the two vessels both named Hindostan which have been 
constructed for the P. and O. Company. The old Hindostan was 285 feet 
long between the perpehdiculars—the new Hindostan is 349 feet. The 
old Hindostan was of 39 feet beam ; her auccessor is of 42 feet beam, and 
whilat the first vessel, being of 1,800 tons, was driven by engines nominally 
of 550-horse power, the second vessel, being of 3,000 tons, has engines of 
a nominal power of only 600 horses. This is putting plainly the change of 
length which has been brought into vogue of late years; such proportion 
give greater speed to the same power, for the first vessel was considerab: 
slower, though with so much more power of machinery for size.
